Here, at this advanced technical establish- 
ment, two scientists are engrossed in their work 
in the laboratory. 

Scientist “A”: Paul Steiner, played by Bryant 
Haliday. 


Scientist “B”: Christopher Mitchell (as the 
young American electronics assistant), played 
by Ronald Allen. 

A brilliant thinker & researcher, Steiner’s ex- 
periments deal with the projection of matter 
and have reached an exciting level. 

Steiner is beside himself with triumph one 
nite when he successfully transmits a living 
guinea pig thru his system of Light Amplifica- 
tion by Stimulated Emission of Radiation 
(LASER).
